The Grand Council—Important Epeeches
of Priuncipal Chlefa—Reply of Senntor
Henderson —Peace Declared with the
Kiowas nnd Uomnunches-—-Second Day,
Mepioing Lopae Cupeg, Bunday, Oct, 20, 1867,

—The grand council opened yesterdav, and con-

tinued through the gay, doring which wmany

speeches of o very interesting narare to the Iu-
dinne aud the public were utiered,
BECOND DAY'S PROCERDINGS,

Preclsely al the Lime appointed, the chiefs and
the Qommissionsrs met again in council to de-
¢ide upon thelr future standivg with cach other,
Parry-wahi-suh-mer, or Ten Denrs, represented
the Comanches, Satuntn represented the Kiwowas,
Before the pow-wow was commenced, twilve
Osnge cbiefs, under the leadership of Iiitue
Bear, made their appearance on the council
erotund. Aceordme to Lattle Hear, It seems that
Superintendent Mutphy Lhad invited bim und
his brother chiefs to visit the Cowmmissioners,
and, contrary to Agent Suo wls express wishes,
they eame. They had travelled a long distance,
